Baran, who.said that he had 
been thrown from his wagon by a street- 
car, swore on the stand that he! had 
never been in ‘an accident before, and 
that he ‘had neyer figured in a@ ‘trial of 
any kind.- It became known «that Baran 
had on’three previous Occasions started 
accident suits aainst various railway 
companies and that his picture was in 
the Rogtes’ Gallery. His dttorney, Henry 
Unger, in open .court withé@rew from the 
case and Baran was. held by Judge 
Smith’s order, dh the charge of perjury.

AFTER MEDIATION? 
Public opinion having compelled me- 
diation of the railway strike ought not 
to rejax ‘in its attention until the matter 
is settied. There can be no doubt that 
each side expects to have its conten- 
tions recognized. . The raflways’ spokes- 
man has sala that those who order an 
increase of wages will be responsible for 
finding the means to pay the bills. The 
engineers are doubtless honestly con- 
vinced of the soundness of their de- 
mand, and will’ be proportionately re- 
luctant to take nothing from their agi- 
tation. It is conceivable that either 
might be more willing to submit to me- 
diation than to. abide the result, and 
the fact is that it is dangerous to com- 
pel the ratiways.to raise wages, and 
impossiblé to compel thé engineers to 
‘| work for unsatisfactory wages.

Drx’s Food In- 
vestigating Commission that a. aystem 
of grades for groceries be established, 
and that a label indicating the quality 
as well as the quantity appear on every 
package or carton of food. That, too,

THE TITANIC INVESTIGATION. 

The feelings of otr British cousins 
regarding the proceeding# of the Senate 
Committee are much the same as ours 
might have been if an unfeeling British 
body had investigated the General 
Slocum “aisaste?. The facts were’ bad 
enough when discovered of ourselves 
by ourselves. To have had the: same 
facts drawn out unsympathetically 
would have been too much to endure. 
It is necessary, therefore, to bear with 
the British reception of the facts testi- 
fied to by British sailors before an 
American investigation. % 

To. our mind the substance of the tes- 
timony obscures certain weaknesses of 
the manner in which it is procured. It 
is a pity that some of the Senators are 
not versed in the ways of the sea: But 
what haa that to do with the fact that 
an English owner was aboard’ an Eng- 
lish ship, commanded by an English 
Captain, and -that “a: marine giass 
was refused to -a British lookout 
who testifies that the collision was 
the” result of the lack of it? Are 
Americans responsible for that, and is 
It an. exolusively American idea- that 
the facts point.to a personal responsi- 
bility? It was bitter to us to admit 
that our laws and customs permitted 
the Slocum sacrifice, but there Was no 
such proportion of Englishmen aboard 
the Slocum.as there were Americans 
aboard the Titanic. Were there not 
enough American yictims in this very 
British disaster to justify out Congress 
in asking questions regardless of the

The chief exactions of the code are di- 
rected to that end, and ag to these 
there is the least possible: discretion. 
‘What discretion is admitted is for the 
Purpose of making sure that the best 
means shall be imposed in the future 
as at present. And it turns out that in 
the main and in the long run the re- 
quirements that make for safety of in- 
mates of the buildings make also for 
the safety of the buildings themselves 
and of their contents. Property may be 
secure and life be left exposed to 
danger, but where life is secure there 
is far less serious danger for property. 
Humanity in the devising and enforcing 
of fire regulations proves to be a solid 
and lasting investment. The city is to 
be congratulated that the preparation of 
the code has fallen into the hands of 
men enlightened enough to underatand 
this supreme law and to proceed upon 
it. With proper inspection the code 
will surely be an immense gain for all 
interests involved:

Vessels of India Described by Marco 
Polo Had Compartments. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It may be of interest to many at the present 
time to know that the much-vaunted water 
tight compartments for vessels were used more 
than 600 years ago. Marco Polo, who, as you 
know, went overland from Venice to Cathay in 
the jatter end of the thirteenth century, re- 
turned by sea, touching at India, In the epen- 
ing chapter ef Book III. of his travels he gives 
‘the following account of the ships of-India:

MEMBERSHIP OF 324 PAPERS 


Resolution Adopted on the Titanle— 
Dally Newspaper Club Meets 
and Re-Glects Officers. — 


The twenty-sixth.annual meeting of the 
American Newspaper: Publishers Associa- 
tion opened yesterday mornitig at the 


Waldorf-Astoria and will continue through [ 


to-day and to-morrow. The morning ses- 
sion yesterday was devoted to the hearing 
of reports, among which were those of 
the Treastrer, Manager, Finance .Com- 
mittee and Advertising Agents Committee. 
In the afternoon the session opened with 
the address of .Bruce Haldeman, the 
President of the association. 

Mr. Haldeman called attention to-the 
large membership of the association, 


| which is this year $24 newspapers, and 


spoke of the great benefits worked by the 
organization, ._ which now includes /the 
leading papers of Canada as well as this 
country, Coneerted action, he said, had 
done much to uplift the newspaper busi- 
Ness. Work which was done in the past 
without co-operation had produced but 
little progress and had engendered much 
friction. “This day has passed and finan- 
cial matters’ and advertising contracts are 
protected by a system of intercommunica- 
tion between members of the association 
which is protective in a high degree, and 
quite comprehensive in its scope. Six 
thousand. collection claims were handled 
last year by the association. The Labor 
Bureau established in 1900 has secured 
industrial peace. The Paper Bureau es- 
tablished in 1907 has made considerable 
progress along the line of preventing pa- 
per comibinations which would’ have raised 
the price of print paper. The association 
is now arranging & system of co-operative 
fire insurance. A free publicity bureau 
established in 1909 has done much to ex- 
pose the motive of free publicity contri- 
butions. In ¢glosing his remarks Mr. Hal- 
Geman said that every newspaper in the 
country had been a beneficiary of the 
association's work. 

Other business transacted at the after- 
noon session was the hearing of the fol- 
lowing réports: Committee of Co-opera- 
tive Insurance, Committee on Print Pa- 
per, Committee on Paper Topics, Com- 
mittee on Press Agents, and the Commit- 
tee on Post Office Matters.
